The subject is one that comes more suitably within the purview of the 
Jewish Board of Deputies, which takes cognisance of affairs at home. But 
we question if even the Board of Deputies is the institution which should be 
approached in the matter. When we discussed the subject in dune 
last, we suggested that it should be taken up by the United 
Synagogue. The United Synagogue claims the proud distinction of 
having assumed a large share of responsibility for the social and moral 
welfare of the foreign Jews of East London. Its Mast End Scheme is a 
recognition of such responsibility. The appointment of a missionary to the 
Police Courts may well come within the four corners of such a: Scheme, the 
more so as the most effective missionary would be some Kast Ind Jewish 
clergyman. If the United Synagogue decided upon appointing one of its 
officials to such a post, no doubt the Courts would be willing to arrange that 
Jewish cases requiring an interpreter should be heard at certain hours on one or 
two days in the week, so that the work wonld not monopolise too large a 
share of the minister's attention. At the same time, we must point

To those who 
perceive the direction of the current in which modern thought is flowing, 
with its tendency to intensify instead of obliterating the endless variations 
of dogma and practice which prevail, the efforts made in the above- 
named direction must appear as a’ vain, impossible dream. Religious 
enthusiasts, as a rule, are sadly deficient in historical imagina- 
tion. The world, as at present constituted, could never progress under any 
uniform and. stereotyoed religious system, even the best, for nature 
abhors uniformity quite as much as it does a vacuum. We cannot 
anticipate the millennium. Jewish idealists can learn a useful lesson 
from this faiiure to reconcile inherently conflicting modes of thought. 
These arise so entirely from environment and inherited tendencies—the result 
of physical and political conditions—that any attempt to cast them into one 
mould is like flying in the face of providence. There are many among our- 
selves who hanker for a closer rapprochement of religious belief and practice. 
There are, no doubt, elements within ns which might properly coalesce, but so 
long as Jewries are scattered over every country in the world, and are subject 
to the play of forces which surround them, it is neither practicable nor 
desirable that an impossible uniformity should be attained.

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OBITUARY. 


DR. JOEL MULLER. 


Dr. Joel Miller, whose lamented death occurred on the 6th inst. belonged {0 
the type of Rabbi-teachers newly created by the modern Seminaries in Germany. 
There are obvious reasons why an acting Rabbi is not well titted to teach Jewish 
theology. A clerical teacher has always to ba thinking of his 
standpoint in the present, when he should 
varying standpoints of history.

Yet, as a Seminary is designed to train Rabbis, | 


it is equally clear that the teacher of Talmud and theology will be beating the air | 


to little purpose, unless at some time in his career he has had direct personal | 


relations with a real live community, and unless he has also occupied a pulpit | 

with some distinction. The ex-Rabbi is, in short, the best possible teacher of | 

halachic subjects in a Jewish Seminary, and it isa fortunate thing that our Ger- | 


man brethren, recognising this fact, have usually succeeded in discovering the 
right men like Bloch, Lewy, and Schwarz—for the ‘ Rabbinical” chairs in the 
various Seminaries. On the other hand, for teaching history, philology, exegesis 
and philosophy, a lay teacher is far preferable to a cleric. The foreign Seminaries 
have recognised this fact, too. 

Dr. Miller balonged to the former typs and was an admirable representative 
of it. He was at one time Rabbiner in Bolimisch-Leipa, and his sermons were 
capital examples of a very desirable but very rare combination of learning with 
simplicity. Several of his palpit efforts were published. Among those that | 
have seen are “ Die Spenden der Mutterfreuda” (1868), a series of sermons on 
“ Bibaloilder ” (1859), and a sermon on tho Peace between France and Germany 
(1871). In Berlin, he continued to preach, in more recent years. He delivered 


his sermone in the Hall of the Biruch Auerbach Orphan Asylum, situated in the | 
(german capital. In 1893 he published, I believe, a selection of his festival | 


orations.

_ Hebrew periodical Hushachar. But Dr. Muller's chief strength lay in his treat- 
ment of the early Reeponsa literature. In 153! he published MDW 
in 1888 INI NAN, in 188) Briefe und Responsen aus 
der vorgeoniischer jiil. Literatur,” and in 18)3 “ Die Rasponsen des R. 
Meschullam, Sohn des R. Kalonymus ”—gach of the two last-named appearing as 
a preliminary essay in the “ Bericht” of the Seminary to which he was attached.

If Dr. Miiller 
had published no other work than this, a lasting reputation would have been assured

As a striking but inevitable result of his old experience of life, Dr. Joel | 
Miller never became a pedant. He was as ready to epaak tu the people as to its | 


learned minority. Asa popular lecturer his style was not wanting in distinction, 
for he had at least the gift of lucidity, Several of his addresses to general 
audiences have been published, in particular one on “ Jiidische Hochschulen ” 
(1885), and another on “ Jiidische Moral in nachtalm, Zeitalter” (1887). An 
address which was received with wide approval was his eulogy in honour of Dr. 
Jellinek’s twenty-fifth anniversary as Ober-Rabbiner of Vienna. (A_biblio- 
graphy of Jellinek’s publications was appended to his Address when it was 
printed). | 

Dr. Miiller was, I am told, an excellent teacher, and won the regard of all bis 
pupils. His was neither a creative nor over-critical mind, but—to use a much 


used and misused term—his attitude was, nevertheless, “ scientific.” This term ia : 
nowadays the refuge of those whose acquaintance with Hebrew books 1s limited | 
to their title-pages. Dr. Miiller was a different man to that. Nay, his interest in 


the Halacha itself was not merely a scientific one ; he loved it besides studying 
it, or rather he studied it because he loved it. Learned, tolerant, frank, logical, 
unobtrusive—making no noise in the world, but leaving a distinct mark on his 
generation—Joel Miiller will long be missed from the ranks of modern Jewish 
scholars, and will leave a gap in his beloved Seminary which not even time will 
easily fill,

The mother, who had attained an advanced age, 
has just died at Florence, and her funeral was attended by her Christian son as 
Wellas by her Jewishchildren.

A RUSSIAN MAGISTRATE ON THE JEWISH QUESTION 

_ In 1884, a violent attack was made on the Jews at Kounawine (Nijoi- 
Novgorod). In order to throw light on the cause of the outbreak. the Govern- 
ment confided to one of the magistrates at St. Petersburg, M. Sologoub, the mission 
of holding a special inquiry into the circumstances, M. Sologoub has just 
published in the Zousskoye Bogaststicvo some reminiscences of his mmission, which 
do honour to his lofty spirit. He says in these reminiscences: “I must say in 
all frankness that on leaving St. Petersburg ny personal sentiments were but 
little favourable to the Jews. My first impressions on arriving at Kounawine 
only fortitied this antipathy. Baton following the inquiry closely, on seeing pass 
before my eyes the accused, the witnesses, and the Jews stabbed and ruined, on 
reflecting in the evening over what I had heard and seen during the day. | became 
convinced that my antipathy was but the product of the circle in which [ lived in 
St. Petersburg, that the reality in no way responded to my former theories. And 
day by day the belief, the conviction, eettled in my mind that I had assisted in a 
cruel, fatal injustice, and [ do not consider it useless to take note of the phases 
through which I passed, before arriviag at a more sympathetic appreciation of 
the role and the personality of the Jews. Throughout long centuries 
the Jew has been the object of populir hatred ; to periods of calm succeeded 
sudden explosions, which are like violent fevers ; but the malevolent sentiments 
against the Jews are inspired by difference of religion and economical competi 
The mob bas no discernment. A man without. inte lectual! 
culture does not seek for the’ primary causes of such and such a fact ; he judges 
by what he sees. Seeing the Jew intelligent, enterprising and thrifty, the idea 
comes to him that the Jew lays hold of everything, and that without the Jew he 
might perhaps be happy, rich, and possess all the wealth he covets. It.is the 
knowledge of history which alone can make it clear that itis our legislation, our 
administration which have made the Jew such as we see him in our midst. that in 
closing to him every career, in barring to him every path, we have left him no 
(ther issue but commerce and trafficking. By our laws, by our exceptional 
measures, we have created the Jew such as-he is. The exceptional laws we have 


. forged with such care against the Jews, have had much to do in creating the 


antipathy which the masses show to the Jews. In a country like Ruasia, 

mental and administrative dispositions dictate the conduct of the people. The 
bad iostinctsof the crowd have found encouragement ia the hostility of the 
governing party. The governing class, the superior authorities, have failed in 
their civilising mission In associating themselves in some manner withthe sangui- 
nary manifestations of the people. It is time they retraced their steps.” 


M. CLEMENCEAU ON THE GALICIAN JEWS. 
‘FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The distinguished Frenchman, M. Georges Clemenceau, has sent som? 
interesting letters to the Journal de Pris, in which he describes Life at Carlabad. 
In one of these he speaks at great len_th about the Galician Jews who constitute 
a considerable proportion of the guests who, either for pleasure or bodily profit, 
visit this famous watering-place. It would not be possible to read any 
thing more liberal and sympathetic in spirit than this account of cur coreligiontsts. 
M. Clemenceau does not fail to note their weaknesses and peculiarities, but he 
notes them with the easy good humour that reminds one of Zangwill. And he ts 
quite as ready to credit them with every good and noble characteristic to which 
they may lay a just claim. In this spirit he points with the pride of human 
brotherhood to the wealthy Jews, by whose genero-ity alone many of the poorer 
members are enabled to benefit’by the Carlsbad waters. One to whom the writer 


alludes belongs to the strictly orthodox: tribe, which is fast dying out. This 
venerable old gentleman, in silken gown, showing, however, distinctly the woollen 


threads which the Law prescribes, walks about with the air of the deepest feeling 
of devotion. “Iam told that he is very rich and very generous. He ts fond of 
travel, but he never goes abroad without taking with hima Rabbi able to expound 
the Law. And should he bs compelled to visit any country where he would not 
bs likely to find brethren in the faith, he takes with him a dozen companions, 80 
that the Law of Moses, which does not permit of public worship where less than 
ten are gathered together, may be satisfied.’ M. Clemenceau leans to the theory 
that these Galician Jews are Mongolian converts, since their features correspond 
more closely with that race than with the Semites. There is much to be said 
for this view, which has, as is well known, some support in history (the Chozars). 
The good-humoured Frenchman has found a useful quality in the prominent 
lock ef hair so common to members of the community. “{n dry weather 
it shows a crispness and inclination to curl, which is largely wanting when 
rain is impending. This quality makes them into weather-prophets. When- 
ever I noted that the Jewish lock hung low and flatly, I provided myself 
with an umbrella, and generally found a good use for it.’ M. Clemenceau 
attended the synagogue service, which was held in a small inn, failing 
better accommodation. He was deeply impressed with the evident devotion of the 
worshippers, and though be thought their attitude of body and the many shakings 
and twistings peculiar, he finds in them no matter for ridicule, “For,” he 
observes wisely, “it is surely no more foolish to shake the head than to kneel in 
honouring the Almighty. have observed carefully and reported faithfully. 
The great quarrel between Jews and Christians is surely no more than 80 many 
family splits. We are all members of one great family.” \ ould that all men 
could take such broadly human views of the differences in beliefs, and the day 
would not be far distant. when all the nations of the earth could call upon the 
name of God with one accord. oo

JUDITH LADY MONTEFIORE COLLEGE, RAMSGATE. 
[COMMUNICATED. ] 


A very interesting function took place at this College on Sundav afternoon 
last. viz., the conferring of the Rabbinical Diploma of AXNWA NIN on Vrs, 
William Greenburg and Henry Barastein, two of the students who have been 
in the enjoyment of scholarships at this College. : 

The mejority of the members of the Eadowment Committee (many o 
whom made the journey from London forthe purpose) were present, in addition 
to several of the Jewish residents in the town of Ramsgate, The proceedings, 
which took place in the Lecture Hall, commenced with the reading of the 
Mincha Service by the Rev. G, 8, Belasco, the minister of the Ramsgate syna- 
vogue, and this was followed by an impressive intonation by him of the 16th 
Psalm. 

The Rev. Dr, Gasrer (the Principal), attired in full canonicals, then 
ascended the tribune and delivered the following address, Ladies and Gentle- 
mep,—WWe are assembled here to-day ona very momentous occasion, a day which 
chould stand forth in the history of Judaism in Eogland, a landmark, and a 
turning-point in its annals, We behold now the realisation of that which for 
vears was regarded as an ideal dream, a realisation pregnant for the future, a 
realisation which bas been accomplished in five years, since the re-organisation 
of the Coilege. We have carried on the work since the re-arrangement in the 
true spirit and intentions of the pious and never-tc-be-forgotten Sir Moses 
Montefiore, whose inner intentions concerning this institution were best known 
to my predecessor, De. Loewe, whose portrait looks down uponus to-day. This 


institution was founded with a specific ultimate aim. It was intended to be a> 


rentre of Jewish learning whcso rays of light should spread far and wide. It 
tyvas not to be merely a centre of instruction ani piety, but an educational 
institute to” teach and to educate young men to lead and to 
guide, here aud elsewhere, wherever they are called upou by Jewish 
bodies, to labour in the Jewish cause, to be guides to spiituality, com- 
batants of ignorance. The essentials of. a modern Rabbi are scientific and 
spiritual, Here the students enter full of hope and belief, and their expectations 
have been realised. Here we do not give the students merely what is known as 
necular knowledge, I: is also true to say that we bave not taught the students 
theology as that stucy is generaliy understood, because there is no theology in 
Judaism. Judaism is not dogmatic. and we do not teach esshatology, We study 
the Torab. the fount of living wat-rs, we devote ourselves to Semitic philology 
nnd philosophy. Webave attempted here to teach 35) subjects, of which the 
Talmud and its writings count as one, and tke Bible and its commentaries as one, 
Ve have attempted to study the jewel of our faith in 3') different lights. The 
two students upon whom I am atout to confer the Rabbinical degree have 
already received from Heidelberg the highest honour which it is in the power 
of a University toconfer, This great recognition of their and our labour has 
been given for scientific works in the field of Semitit philology, And all these 
studics are not merely accessory, but absolutely necessity as elements of edu- 
cation, as the biicks to be used on a plan long designed, for a grand 
temple for Judaism, To-day, when we realise what has been attained, will 


_ be a record day in the history of the college and the history of the community, 


‘Tbe standard of Rabbinical and Talmudical knowledgs is, truly enough, not that 
of a century ago, nor that which may be neccessary in pirts of Rassia. But the 


standard is that which rules tc-day everywhere.in Kurope, when it cannot be 


expected that students will master ina few years such kaowledge of the Talmud 
to be compared with that of m2 who have devoted tkeir whole livestoit. Nor 
can we expect every student to be of equal merit, we also do not judge merely by 
the actual amount of knowledge acquired. The university, the seminary, the 
college is the place where the seed is sown, and the keyisgiven for the opaning of 
the door, T'he real work of life for you two students (D-s, G eenburg and 
Barnstein here rose) commences from to-day, The diplomas I shall presently 
give you are only the acknowledgement for work done, they wiil not count if 
you do not continue to work in the vineyard of the Lord, I€ you do not go on, 
no diploma, no parclment, will carry weight, It-is not with us as with the 
Christian minister, for he is a man who claims a special ordination, he is the 
keeper of the soul, the guardian of the mysteries of his religion, 
No Jewish HRabbi occupies that position, for he is a teacher, he is the 
expounder of our Holy Law, he must stand between learning and ignorance. 
We Jews occupy a diflisult position, we are eurrounded by prejudice, we 
have to begin by justifying our adherence to our faith, The Rabbi has to har- 
monise our old and traditional faith with the spirit of the times. We 
stand between the past and the future. Iu the midst of the materialistic world 
the Rabbi his to exhibit in his life the ideals of Judaism, The Rabbi 
must cherish the treasures of the faith for which our fathers sacrificed 
their lives, You may say I am painting an ideal of the Rabbi, but I am 
proud to say that all the Rabbis whoss names crowd the many pages of our 
glorious history have lived up:to this ideal. You are called to be the 
spiritual guides of communities, and if you follow in that course which has 
been shown to you here, your names may ba recorded as worthy of the title 
justly bestowed on you. As Rabbis you must practice self-abnegatiocn, you must 
lead exemplary lives and teach all that is noblest in our sacred law. You are 
called to the highest positions which you ean a 
results of our labours, and should show to the world by your actions, by vour 
lives that you live up to that bigh standard of Judaism. Stand forth and teach 
the rising generation, teach so that you may be respected, guide and be listened 
to. You are to be the iink between the past and the future ; show that our labours 
have not been in vain, and remember what you owe to God, to yourselves and 
to us. Strive for the glory of Judaism. It rests with | : 
to develop, to go forth, to lead, to guide, and to give strength to Israel and 
its mission, “May the Lord bless you”’ in your future lives and in your labours, 
May God bless the work of our ins:itution, may He bless the work of your hands

colleague and himself, he expressed: his views upon the value and utility of the 
degree which had been conferred upon them that day. The mere possession of 
degrees signifies little more than nothiog unless they serve as a means to the 
further pursuit of knowledge and truth, ‘lhe daty of the truc scholar, however 
lies not merely in the acquirement of knowledge, but also in the active exertions 
which he makes, as far \s it isin bis power, to educate the minds of the masses 
to a knowledge of the power of Truth, to inspire them with a love for every- 
thing that is high-minded and noble.

NEW PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE, MAIDA HItI, 


The many initial difficulties connected with the erection of the new Portuguese 
Synagogue, Minister's residence and Orphanage having at length been overcome 
substantial progress has now to bereported. The site selected has a frontage of 9) 
feet toAshworth Road, and 91 feet to Lauderdale Road, just at the junction of 
Sutherland Avenue and Portsdown Road, and the ground has been secured on a 9) 
years’ lease at a very moderate rental. The plans have been prepared by Messre. Davig 
Emanuel, of Finsbury Circus; some modifizations in them were found to bo 
necessary to reduce the total outlay to about £12,000, which being in excess of 
the present available funds, was the extreme limit to which it was found possible to 
go. From the tenders sent in, that of Messrs. Jerrard and Sons of Lewishan wag. 


ultimately selected and the building contract was signed on Wednesday. Tho 


Synagogue will be Byzantine in character and the central space will be roofed 


with a large dome carried on four granite pillars ; it will bave a total accommo. 


dation of 402 seats and will be lit by electricity. The baadle’s apartments will bo, 


attached to the Synagogue and immediately adjoining there will be the Minister's 
residence and the Orphan Society’s house which wiil accommodate 1) boys and 
whicu will be provided with an isolation ward and a large playground. Buikding 
operations will be commenced on Monday next and the contract provides for the 
completion of the Synagogue itself by the loth August, 1896 and the other 
buildings by the Ist November, following, while a special stipulation, involving 
considerable additional expense, has been made that no work shall be carried on 
during Sabbaths and Holidays.

The heads of the Jewish community at Fez, seconded by the Head Master 
of the Alliance Israclite School, have adopted effective measures aginst a 
possible invasion of the cholera which had previously visited Tangier and 
Tetuan, Among measures other than of a sanitary character was the establish- 
ment of a People’s Kitchen, where the poor obtain sonnd food and boiled water 
atall hours of the day. The Zungier Chronicle and Morocco Gazette, comment- 
ing on the action of the Fez Jews, says: That education and knowledge are 
the best means of enhanciug the conditions of min, is an old established fact, 
and we may add it has been once more confirmed in the results of the existing 
epidemic.

One of the party, in order to escape, threw himself 
lnto the river, but was assiiled from the bank with stones, one of which struck 
him on the head and killed him, On the Jewish side two persons were 1D} ured,

On the day of the 
tuneral of the victim of the conflict, the spectacle of the murdered man’s sorrow- 
log mother following the coffin of her son excited the feelings of the crowd to 
such a pitch that they attacked and plundered the houses in the Jewish quarter, 
smashing the windows with stones. The Jews, many of whom sought safety 
in flight, were only saved from their assailants by the intervention of infantry

SABBATH SERVICE. 


— 


THE SOLDIER'S 
Tue correspondents who have addressed us on the subject of the Jewish 
Soldiers at Aldershot have mostly treated the problem as a local one. This 
is a great mistake. The existence of the camp at Aldershot does not imply 
as its corollary the existence of a large or flourishing body of Jewish civilians. 
To throw the burden of a soldiers’ service on the shoulders of the few 
Jewish residents in Aldershot would indeed be a preposterous injustice. But 


it is equally unreasonable to bound the interests of the soldiers by the con- 


ditions prevalent in the local Jewish congregation. It is very creditable to 
the latter that its members —few in number as they are—have consistently — 


maintained some of the best traditions of Judaism, But as regards 
providing for the Jewish soldiers located in their neighbourbood, the duty 
devolves not on the Jews of Aldershot, but on the general Jewish community, 

Though the complaint in the first instance was expressed in an 
unnecessarily carping tone, yet there can surely be no doubt that the demand for 
a Sabbath service, as distinct from a Sunday service, must be supplied, now that 
it has been raised. The Rev. F. L. Cowen has, with great devotion, and 
without pecuniary remuneration, visited Aldershot for some time past every 
Sunday morning, and he may justly claim a large share with the Rev. 8. 
SINGER in the patriotic movement which owes s0 much to the outspoken 
advocacy of the latter clergyman. Mr. Coney’s duties, however, render it 
impossible for him to conduct a service at Aldershot on Saturdays. Wefear that 
the number of Jewish soldiers is hardly large enough to justify the settlement 
ofa permanent Jewish Chaplain in the neighbourhood of the Camp. But 
it ought to be possible to find a competent man whose other duties would 


that these charges are altogether just. 


be compatible with a weekly visit to Aldershot over the Sabbath. The 
expense of such a solution should not be prohibitive, though of course it 
could not but be considerable. But the expenditure must be borne, for to 
neglect taking action would not only be discreditable to the commnnit y,it'wonld, 
we fear, arouse discontent in the ranks of the Jewish wearers of the (Jueen's 
uniform, and at the same time, would show that Jews are less energetic i 
their devotion to their religion than are the various Christian sects which 
spend so much time and money and energy in counteracting the temptations 
by which camp-life is- beset. 


That is the main point. We are now agreed that Jewish young men 


ought to enter the army, but when they have entered we must help them to 


remain Jews. Qur patriotism as Englishmen and as Jews is at stake, So 
far from leaving the soldiers in the hands of a local Shochet, we must elevate 
the soldiers’ service into a model of what a service should be. A small bot 
worthy place of worship must be provided, and from it must ramify a whole 
series of helpful movements such as Christians of all denominations have 
inaugurated for the ordinary soldier. If it be found that to do this effectively 
a resident chaplain is essential, then the means must be found for this 
greater expenditure. The obstacle is entirely a question of money, and the 
obstacle is, no doubt, a serious one. But we cannot readily bring ourselves 
to believe that a couple of hundred pounds a year will prove an insurmount- 
able barrier to the provision of the services which our Jewish soldiers ask for 
and which they have the right toexpect. Hence, though we’ cordially agree 
with the Rev. J. Kk. Myers in his advocacy of Sabbath and Festival Services 
at Aldershot, we totally differ with him as to the class from whom the 
minister is to be drawn. It would be a mockery were the charge 
committed to young men in training for the Jewish ministry. Such an 
office needs all the experience which a man can gain by living in the 
world. Weare constantly making this mistake. We send onr younges! 
ministers to the Provinces, for instance, and thrust them into posts in which 
the most practised tact, and the widest knowledge of men can alone gnarantee 
a possibility of success. We must not repeat the blunder here, © ¢ Maly the 
best is good enough” for such a task. 

We believe that the holding of a Sabbath Service at Aldershot won'd 
bring to light a number of Crypto-Jews in the army who are not likely 
to be drawn to declare themselves by the compromise of a Sunday service. It 
may be ignorant to declare: ‘* We may as well go to church as shoo! on 
Sunday,” but we can appreciate the sentimental difference between a Sabbath 
service and a Sunday one. We believe that many a secret Jew who is deaf 
to the allurements of a Jewish Sunday service would be unable to resist the 
fascination of a real Saturday invitation to shool. ‘A Jewish Soldier ”’ 
assures us that is the fact, and we have no right to doubt his sincerity. 
Sentiment plays its part in all religions, and Judaism cannot afford to dis 
regard it. The old associations which cluster round the ** Shabbos” ritual! 
cannot be transferred to a hybrid Sunday prayer-meeting. Mr. Cones i. 
not responsible for the attempt to reconcile the irreconcilable, and he may 
rest content with the prond thought that his ministrations have. resulted in 
this clear and just demand for more. Incidentally, another gain likely to 
result from holding a Sabbath service is this. The Jewish soldier would be 
encouraged to keep the Sabbath holy. We do not doubt that the War Office 
would be as generous at Aldershot as it has shown itself at Cork, Facilities 
for atleast partial absence from work would, we imagine, be easily obtained. 
But while the Sabbath is totally disregarded by the Jews in the army, it is 
certain that their Judaism is being subjected to a terribly strong strain. 

There is another point to be considered. Others, besides ourselves, are 
watching our behaviour in this matter. There is a growing suspicion that 
Jews in authority are not alive to the duty they owe to their own religion. 
There is a feeling abroad that Jews fail to do for their brethren, for instance, 
in the East End of London, as much as Christian denominations would 
attempt under similar circumstances. Again, the Jews in authority allow 
the poorer provincial centres to drag along as best they can, and leave the 
Provincial Ministers’ Aid Fand crippled by want of means. We do not say 
The demands on the com- 
munity fall heavily on a few willing shoulders. But there is a 
want of vigour, of width of view, in our commuaal couneels, The 
Army Question must not -be allowed to add yet another item to the 
great pigeon-holed mass of shelved problems indefinitely put aside for a 
future solution. We wish Jews to serve in the Army, and we wish them if 


possible to leave the ranks better Jews than when they enlisted, 


To effect this is a communal duty and we trast that our appeal for a wise 
and broad consideration of the problem will meet with an immediate and 


satisfactory response.

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CORRESPONDENCE, 
WHAT TO CHRONICLE.

Jew.” As I never made any estimate, favourable or unfavourable, of the — 


“ Svnagogue Jew,” I fail to see how this statement improves his position. ae 
when he goes on to say that “ racial” Jews “can do nothing for Judaism as long 
as they decline to lead alife inspired by Jewish teachings and regulated by Jewish 
ordinances,’ he seems to me to uphold essentially the very contention—to wif, that 
Judaism cannot survive without ceremonial—with which, on the information of 
one of bis flock, I ventured to credit him, But if his proposition does not mean 
this. or in so far as it deviates from this meaning, it is mere verbal dogmatism, 
For what 's Judaism? The orthodox Jew, scrupulously ignorant of the history 
of Judaism, thinks Judaism is is “ism”; and we are all orthodox to that 
extent, Our ministersdeal in phrases, as if the phrases meant definite things, 
Years ago,in the Jewish Quarterly Teview, I worked out thirty-three varieties of 
Judaism. Even the creeds of Maimonides were never universally accepted, 
Mr. Joseph's Judaism differs, I fancy, from Dr. Adler's, aud Dr. Adler's 
from Mr, Singer's, and Mr. Sivger’s from the late Mr, Zimmer's, and all these 
from Mr, Schecbter’s or Mr. Israel Abrahams’, And why not?’ — ‘hese 
differences are a sign of vitality, and everybody should stick to the kind of 
Judaism that suits hisintellect and bis emotions ; every kind is good cxc2pt the 
dishonest kind. Judaism, like everything else, has evolved; there has never 
been anything definite and fixed about it except the name, Names seem to 
petrify : they make living and growing trees appear dead stone, Wkerefore— 
to stick to the point—you must chronicle all forms of Judaism, even the 
racial. Who dares assart that his particular form of Judaism will be the 
Judaism of the future ? |

THE RICARDOS.

Shortly after their conversion they settledin Amsterdam, 
where David married Estrella de Jcs:ph Amadias, by whom he had two sons, 
Samuel [Israel Ricardo and Joseph Israel Ricardo, who went to Spain and 
returned with, as wife, a daughter of the noble house of Treves. Oa her death, 
Joseph married Hana Abaz, by whom he had four sons and two daughters, one 
of the sons, named Abraham, settled in Kngland, where he married Abigeal del 
Valle, by whom he ‘had several sons and daughters, among them being David 
Israel Ricardo the economist,

Srr,—Mr, F. D. Mocatta’s suggestion for the fusion of these two 
bodies is not as simple-a matter as its appears.

A QUALIFIED JEWISH MISSIONARY INTERPRETER For 
THE EAST END, | 
Sir,—It is for some reasons to be regretted that at the last meeting of the 

Avglo-Jewish Association, Mr, H, Landau’s motion,“ To consider the advis. 
ability of appointing a qualificd Jewish Missionary Interpreter to the Police and 


County Courts of the Whitechapel district,” was ruled out of order by tho 


Chairman, There can be no question about the correctness of that raling, but a 
thorough discussion of this important subject ip a large and influential body like 
the Anglo-Jewish Association could do no harm, and might lead to most 
bencficial results, It is a subject which nearly concerns the moral status of the 
Jews inthis country, and the removal of the abuse to which Mr. Landay 
referred might goa long way towards the removal of the fast-growing hatred 
aguinst alien immigrants, who are principally Jews, and through them, against 
the Jews at large. 

Interpretation of the evidence of those who cannot speak the Eogl'sy 
language 1s necessary both in criminal and civil cases, Criminal cascs are always 
technically brought at the suit of the Crown, It is, therefore, the duty of the 
Civil Authorities to see that the evidence is properly placed before the Court. 
I have hardly had any experience of the administration of the criminal law jp 
this city, but am told upon good authority that this duty 1s satisfactorily per- 
formed. The Commissioner of Police appoints interpreters to the Central 
Criminal Court and the Police Courts of the East Ead. Several of these inter- 
preters are Jews. <Allof them are most respectable men, The authorities are 
only too anxious to do jus ice in this matter. If there is avy ground of com- 
plaint, representations made to the proper quarter are well nigh sare to recsive 
attention. | 

Civil cases stand on a different footing. The party which relies upon a witness 
unable to give evidence in English is bound to provide a person to interpret sush 
evidence given on his behalf. The office 13 an important one; for the mic- 
translation cf but a few words may alter the wholecomplexioa of the evidence, 
And therefore the interpreter is sworn to interpret the evidence truly. In cases 
coming before the High Court, as arule, an efficient and honest interpreter is 
Unfortunately (it seems) in the County Courts th's 1s the exception 
rather than the rule. Men devoid of education and of the lowest reputation 
make it their busines3 to hang about the doors of the County Courts in the East 
ad on the prow! for alien litigants. They offer to act as interpreter—in return, 
of course, demanding remuneration (frequently part of the proceeds of the 
suit), These men have thus every motive to procure the victory of 
their clients upon which not unfrequently the amount of their remuneration 
depends, and do not hesitate to distort or absolutely muistranslate the evidence 
that is given, In this way our coreligionists are earning a very unenviable repu- 
tation, Itisa fact patent to all that perjury is frequently committed in our 
Courts of Law—particularly iu the County Courts, Sut no one who attends 
the Whitechapel and Bow Couaty Courts regularly can fail to observe that it is 
particularly rampant in litigation in which interpreters are employed. Muany 
men who would be unwilling to commit perjury with their own lips are quite 
ready to reap the benefit of it through the agency of a hired. interpreter. 
It has come to be a crying evil against which County Court Judges often declaim, 
The remedy I would suggest is that application should be made to the County 
Court Judges of the Hast End Circuits not to allow any person to act as 
jnterpreter who has not received a certificate from a properly constituted body 
of our coreligionists matters not. whetber such body is the Russo-Jewish 
Committee, the Board of Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association, or some new 
association ; whichever does it will render a good service to the community). I 
have reason to believe that such an application would be welcomed by the Judges 
concerned, ‘iheir wish, as their duty, is to do justice between man and map, 
irrespective of language or creed, A 

With regard to the cost, I should add a few words. Where evidence 's 
nececsary, reasonable costs of its interpretation are allowed on taxation as part 
of the costs of the action, which the unsuccessful party is bound to pay. In the 
Whitechapel and Bow County Courts, cases of this kind are frequent, and the 
fees payable for interpretation might command the sarvices of a competent m10, 
However, that is a matter for after consideration, and greater experience than 
mine. | |

EMIGRANTS EV ROUTE TO AMERICA. 


Sir,—Ino your last issue there appears a letter from Messrs. P. Meczyk & Co. 
with reference to their treatment of the five men who recently applied for advice 
to the Thames Police Court. Messrs. Meczyk & Co, state that they do not 
recognize “ Mr. Bialko,” to whom the men paid their passage money in Bres-- 
Litousky. It appears that the agency in Brest is carried on by three partners, 
and that Mr, Biaiko, one of these partners, was the particular individual to whom 
the men handed their money. As mentioned in my s‘atement before the m1gis- 


trate, the men sent from here a complaiat to the agency in Brest, and received a 


reply to the «ffect that the money had been remitted to Messrs. Meczyk alresdy 
three weeks before the receipt of the complaint, and denying strenuously that 
there was any contra indebtedness to Messrs. Meczyk... This letter 1s signed by 
“ Chaim Chaiman,” one of the three partuers, | 

Now, as to the matter of the increase in the fares—the whole of these five 
emigrants are prepared to swear an affidavit before a Commissioner as to the 
accuracy of their original statements, that nothing had ever been said to them 
by Mr. Meczyk about any increase in the fares, waich he naturally would have 
done at the time he told them that he had already purchased their tickets. Ii 
was after Mr, Meczyk had promised them that they should embark a weck after 


their arrival that he stated, much to their astonishment, that he had only 


received money for three instead of fiye pissage tickets, and still later he told 
them that he had applied the remittance towards liquidating a debt due from the 
Brest agency, At this stage the immigrants forwarded their complains 50 Brest 
with the result previously mentioned. | 

Mr. Meczsk makss the followiag statemant ia his letter to you: “Tasca! 
of recognising our services, they cited us to appear befora the Bata Dia, wicte 
we attended and fully proved to De, Adler that we did not receive any money 
from these men,” Applic:tion has bsen mide as to the accuracy of this s:ate- 


ment, and the following is a verbatim copy of the answer which has been — 


received : “In reply to your enquiry I beg to state oa bahal€ of the Bota Din 
that Mr. Meczyk did not attend before us, nor did he prove to our satisfastion 
that he had not received auy money for the five poor emigrants ev reute (0 
Americ1.—H. Adler; November llth, 5655.” | 
No amount of “explanation” can get rid of the fact that these five pat oket 
nate emigrants paid, cach of them 85 roubles in Brest to defray the cos! of thet 
passage to Boston, U.S A, that after reaching London the agents who receive 


them here did not send them on, that they were misled, and that after weed 
weeks of anxiety and suffering these poor men have now to be retuned a 
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public expense to their native towns, denuded of ever 
their possessions to pay their fares, they must now start life over again, 

Such is the nett result of the business between the Brest and London agen- 
cies, and it is only to be hoped that the bitter experiences of these five unfortu- 
nate men will serve as a warning to other emigrants who s2ek to escape from 
the persecution of their native country in the hope of finding brighter prospects

WHAT WE CAN DO FOR OUR EAST END BRETHREN. 

Sir,—I observe from your report of the last meeting of the Board of the 
Federation of Synagogues that Mr, Landau is now to be counted as one of the 
supporcers of tue establisiument of a colossal synagogue. To what recent alter- 
ations of the conditions of Kast London Jews is this re-actionary change in the 
opinion of Mr, Landau to be aitributed? It is certainly contrary to all bis 
public utterauces on the question, Indeed, l remember that Mr. Landau about 
two years ago himself moved a resolution opposing the construction of the 
colossal synagegue, and urginpg that the immense sum of money involved should 
be expended upon objects more calculated to ke of advantage to East London 
JEWS, | | | 

Mr. Landau ts sharing a serious responsibility in uniting with the few who 
support the construction of a colossal synagogue on the Commercial Road site. 
Canit be denied that there 1s more than ample synagogue accommodation in 
Kast London on 302 out of 305 days in the year? Why, there are 3.000 vacant 
seats in Mast London Synagogues, and yet itis prop.sed, for the sake of three 
Gays a year, to spend a fabulous sum of money in the erection and maintenance 
of a colcssal synagogue. 

There is ample room for the expenditure of money on social and economic 
movements in East London, but no real improvement in the eondition of the 
people will be efiected throngh the medium of a synagogue. I, for one, 
should welcome the establishment of a channel—call it a Labour Bureau or any 
other name—where employers and employed could meet for their mutual 
advantage, ‘his Bureau would obviate the necessity for the unseemly “ market” 
which has been created at the corner of Commercial Street, Commercial Road, 
and Goulsten Street, where groups are regular!y formed every Sabbath, cons's‘- 
ingof menout of employment, to which the employcrs have recourse when 
secking labour. 

A lecture hall, at which nightly addresses by cap tble mivisters should bo a 
feature, is also nceded; the addresses would bring home to the audiences 
morality, humanity, patriotism for their new country, the avoidance of Chillul 
Hashem, and would set up a high standard of public and private life, 

At the present time, there is no social centre to which the newly-arrived 
immigrant can go, except the Socialistic Club, I can, from my own experience, 
say that our foreign brethren are receptive and ready, and willing to learn, but 
at present they have no alternative to the Socialistic Club. The Lecture Hall I 
suggest would bea great attraction to keep them from bad compiay. 

There is a eryivg need for additional men who can speak German, and form 
a Jewish dispensary, The Jewish poor are now compelled, much against their 
inclination to take their medicine, plus a proselytising sermon and hymn, from 
the missionaries. 

The movements I suggest formerly received the cordial support of Mr, 
Lindau. Why, even the gentleman who 1s generally credited with having 
“created” the colossal synagogue, is opposed to it. [ happened to meet the Rev. 
Mr. Schewz’k soma tims ago in the Mue End Road, and upon my asking that 


gentleman 1f he was still 1n favour of a colossal synagogue, or would rather 


support a Labour Bureau, Lecture Hall, Library, Jewish Dispensary, “2, his 
atswer was that he favoured everything except a colossal synagogue. 

If there be avy idea in the community that the crection ‘of a colossal syna- 
gogue will destroy or even cripple the Federation of Synagogues, the announce- 


ment by Sir Samuel Montagu at the last-meeting should once for all remove such . 


animpression, Sir Samul Montagu his declared that whatever public work he 
may give up, he will always support and work for the Federation of Synagoguea, 
Kastenders appreciate this promise, and pray that Sir Samu:!

WHAT TO CHRONICLE. 


Sir.—I am sorry to have to add a postscript to my final word. ‘ihe Rev. 
Morris Joseph good-humouredly complains that I have been misinformed as to 
his sermon against me. He did not say Judaism cannot survive without cere- 
monial, he only dissented from my “ unfavourab.e estimate of the Synagogue 
Jew.” As I never made any estimate, favourable or unfavourable, of the 
“ Svnagogue Jew,” I fail to see how this statement improves his position. my 
when he goes on to say that “ racial” Jews “can do nothing for Judaism as long 
asthev decline to lead alife inspired by Jewish teachings and regulated by Jewish 
ordinances, he seems to me to uphold essentially the very contention—to wit, that 
Judaism cannot survive without ceremonial—with which, on the information of 
one of his flock, I ventured to credit him, But if his proposition does not mean 
this. or in so far as it deviates from this meaning, it is mere verbal dogmatism, 
For what is Judaism? The orthodox Jew, scrupulously ignorant of the history 
of Judaism, thinks Judaism is his “igm’’; and we are all orthodox to that 
extent, Our ministersdeal in phrases, as if the phrases meant definite things. 
Years ago,in the Jewish Quarterly Review, I worked out thirty-three varieties of 
Judaism. Even the creeds of Maimonides were never universally accepted, 
Mr. Joseph's Judaism differs, I fancy, from Dr. Adler S, aud Dr. Adler's 
from Mr. Sioger’s, and Mr. Singer's from the lafe Mr, Zimmers, and all these 
from Mr. Schecbter’s or Mr. Israel Abrahams’, And why not? ‘t hese 
differences are a sign of vitality, and everybody should stick to the kind of 
Judaism that suits hisintellect and bis emotions ; every kind is good excapt the 
dishonest kind. Judaism, like everything elso, has evolved; there has never 
been anything definite and fixed about 1t except the name. Names seem to 
petrify : they make living and growing trees appear dead stone, Wkerefore— 
to stick to t/e point—you must chronicle all forms of Judaism, even the 
racial.

Shortly after their conversion they settledin Amsterdam, 
where David married Estrella de Jcs2:ph Amadias, by whom he had two sons, 
Samuel Israel Ricardo and Joseph Israel Ricardo, who went to Spain and 
returned with, as wife, a daughter of the noble house of Treves. Oa her death, 
Joseph married Hana Abaz, by whom he bad four sons and two daughters, one 
of the sons, named Abraham, settled in Kogland, where he married Abigeal del 
Valle, by whom he ‘had several sons and daughters, among them being David 
Israel Ricardo the economist,

Sir,—Mr,. F, D. Mocatta's suggestion for the fusion of these two 
bodies is not as simple a matter as its appears. The objects of the two 
institutions are not so kindred as is assumed, There is only one matter upon 
which they attempt the same thing, and in that respect they are already 
amalgamated, namely, in representations to the Foreiga Office about porsecu- 
tions abroad.

La all other respects the objects are as different and distinct as those of the 
Home Office and of the Foreign Office. It might reasonably be urged that there 
no longer exisis the necessity for Eaglish Jews to have a Committee of Deputies 
at all for the purpose of safeguarding their own interes's, but this view argues 
not for a fusion of the two bodies, but for the absorption, or to put it plainer,

A QUALIFIED JEWISH MISSIONARY INTERPRETER FoR 
THE EAST END, 

Sir,—It is for some reasons to be regretted that at the last meeting of the 
Avglo-Jewish Association, Mr, H, Landau’s motion,“ To consider the adyijs. 
ability of appointing a qualificd Jewish Missionary Interpreter to the Police and 
County Courts of the Whitechapel district,” was ruled out of order by the 
Chairman, There can be no question about the correctness of that ruling, but a 
thorough discussion of this important subject ip a large and iofluential body like 
the Anglo-Jewish Association could de no harm, and might lead to most 
bencficial resuits, It is a subject which nearly concerns the moral status of the 
Jews inthis country, and the removal of the abuse to which Mr, Landay 
referred might goa long way towards the removal of the fast-growing hatred 
agiinst alien immigrants, who are principally Jews, and through them, against 
the Jews at large. 

Interpretation of the evidence of those who cannot speak the Engl's) 
language 18 necessary both in criminal and civil cases, Criminal cascs are always 
technically brought at the suit of tho Crown, It is, therefore, the duty of the 
Civil Authorities to see that the evidence is properly placed before the Court. 
I have hardly had any experience of the administration of the criminal law jo 
this city, but Lam told upon good authority that this duty 1s satisfactorily per- 
formed. The Commissioner of Police appoints interpreters to the Central 
Criminal Court and the Police Courts of the East Ead. Several of these inter- 
preteis are Jews. All of them are most respectable men, The authorities are 
only too anxious to do jus ice in this matter. If there is any groind of com- 
plaint, representations made to the proper quarter are well nigh sare to recsive 
attention. 

Civil cases stand on a different footing. The party which relies upon a witness 
unable to give evidence in English is bound to providea person to interpret sush 
evidence given on his behalf.. The office 13 an important one; for the mis- 
translation of but a few words may alter the wholecomplexioa ot the evidence, 
And therefore the interpreter is sworn to interpret the evidence truly, Inu cases 
coming before the High Court, as arule, an efficient and honest interpreter is 
provided, Unfortunately (it seems) 1n the County Courts th‘s is the exception 
rather than the rule. Men devoid of education and of the lowest reputation 
make it their busisess to hang about the doors of the County Courts in the Kast 
I.ad on the prow! fer alien litigants, They offer to act as interpreter—in return, 
of course, demanding remuneration (frequently part of the proceeds of the 
suit), These men have thus every motive to procure the victory of 
their clients upon which not unfrequently the amount of their remuneration 
depends, and do not hesitate to distort or absolutely mistranslate the evidence 
that is given, In this way our coreligionists are earning a very unenviable repu- 
tation, Itisa fact patent to all that perjury is frequently committed in our 
Courts of Law—particularly iu the County Courts, ut no one who attends 
the Whitechapel and Bow County Courts regularly can fail to observe that it is 
particularly rampant in litigation in which interpreters are employed, Many 
men who would be unwilling to commit perjury with their own lips are quite 
ready to reap the benefit of it through the agency of a hired interpreter, 
It has come to be acrying evil against which County Court Judges often declaim, 
The remedy I would suggest is that application should be made to the County 
Court Judges of the Hast End Circuits not to allow any person to act as 
interpreter who has not received a certificate from a properly constituted body 
of our coreligionists (it matters not whetber such bedy is the Russo-Jewish 
Committee, the Board of Daputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association, or some new 
association ; whichever does it will render a good service to the community). I 
bave reason to believe that such an application would be welcomed by the Judges 
concerned, “heir wish, as their duty, is to do justice between man and map, 
irrespective of language or creed, | 

With regard to the cost, I should add a few words. Where evidence is 


necefsary, reasonable costs of its interpretation are allowed on taxation as part 


of the costs of the action, which the unsuccessful party is bound to pay, ° In the 
Whitechapel and Bow County Courts, cases of this kind are frequent, and the 
fees payable for interpretation might command the sarvices of a competent m1n. 


However, that is a matter for after consideration, and greater experience than 


mine.

Sir.—Sabbath after Sabbath one can attend synagogue and hear eloquent 
and erudite sermons preached by our respected ministers, entreating us to rear 
our children as devout Jews, and by no means to let them break the Sabbath, 
May I so far trespass upon your valuable space as to briefly cite some of my 
own experiences in endeavouring to act up to the sentiments expressed in these 
serinons ? 

Three years ago, I obtained with comparative ease a situation for one of my 
‘sons, where he is enabled to keep the Sabbath. The following year I was able 
to place another son where he could also observe the Sabbath. Bat this year, 
when I required a situation for a third son, one can hardly imagine the diffi- 
culties with which I have been met. Both heand [I have replied to numbers 
of advertisements of Jewish firms, and in every instance has the Sabbath day’s 
rest proved the only insurmountable obstacle, _ 

Amongst mavy I applied to was an influential gentleman, well-known and 
respected in both Jewish and non-Jewish circles, and I was confronted with the 
disheartening reply: ‘“ We have given up employing Jewish lads, as we cannot 
possibly do without them on Saturdays,” Another curious experience that I had 
was witha most extensive Jewish ficm, who would have been most willing to 
engage my son and to give him leave of absence on Saturdays only, but to use 

‘their own words: ‘ We closeon that day, but on no other Jewish holidays, not 
even on New Year's Day or the Diy of Atonement.” 

My latest experience isa letter I receivea only last week from a Jewish 
firm, expressing a desire to take my son conditionally ‘that he attended business 
until one o'clock on Saturdays.” 

Now, Sir, I put it to you or to any of your readers who may be interested 
in the subject, “Can we Jews expect Christian employers to allow our sons to 
refrain from work on the Jewish Sabbath, if those among our own people refuse 
it?’ Cannot someone suggest a means of remedying this ever increasing 
reluctance of Jews—nut to observe the Sabbath. for that is a matter between 
themselves and their own conscienc2,— but to concede the power of observing

ALIEN IMMIGRATION IN OCTOBER 


The ordinary monthly part of the return of the number of aliens 
arrived from the Continent at certain ports in the United Kingdom in 19° 
issued on Saturday for last month (October), It shows the aliens 
to be cn route for America who arrived in the month, to have been—sailors het 
deducted—2 321 as against 2,154 in October, 18)4. Those en route for Am 1bg 
who come to these shores as birds of passage on their way across the Atlanes 
are given as 3,614 as against 2,764 in October last year. In the ten oat 
of 1895, the number of aliens who arrived here not stated to be en ante 
America, is given as 25,985 as against 25232 for the first ten months of 1814 
During similar periods those stated to revte for America are given as \7> 
as against 31.528 last year. Appended to the return is again a note saying th.

to America,” and “ Aliens en rovfe to America,” is due to the fact 

number of aliens who arrive at Continental ports are reported to b 
to America, and it is considered desirable to record this fact, But it is not there 
by implied that the “ Aliens not stated to be en route to Americ1” cama to this 
country for settlement, there beirg in fact a large emigration of foreigners from 
this country, while many of the aliens arriving from Continental ports return to 
the Continent. It also calls attention to the fact that ‘' the lists received from 
Dover, Harwich, Folkestone, Newbaven and Southampton show only deck 
passengers and persons who after landing proceed by train as_ third-clas; 
passengers.” It is noteworthy that the general immigration movement for 
October shows a decrease of about forty or fifty per cent. from that of 
September. The number of aliens who are returned as arriving here from the 
Continent (both en route to America or elsswhere destined) was 9 554 in 
September and only 5,035 in October, Sailors are, of course, deducted in each 
case, 


THE ENGLISH JACKET TRADE. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 

So much ignorance and prejudice exist with regard to the economic value to 
England of the much maligned alien-immigrant that I now give you informa. 
tion about the jacket trade in the Kast End of London, which is founded on 
facts. Most of it is 80 well kaown to thosa in the trade that they would laugh at 
anyone wishing to impart it. | 

This trade has only sprungup during the last ten years. It has become mors 
important within the last two years, and has entirely been created by the immi- 
gration of foreign labour. Until alien workers started competing with the German. 
made goods it was impossible to make ladies’ jackets in this country at anything 
like the prices at which they could be imported from Germany. Foreign Jews 
brought this trade to the Kast End of London, and no English worker has ever 
lost a penny in labour or had to be satished with lower wages through these new 
hands being engaged in this trade. Aliens created it. A certain technical skill 
required to turn outa good jacket is one of the principal.reasons why these people 
succeeded where English workmen could not compete. At the present moment 
there are more than 20 ladies’ jacket factories in the East End, and a Jarge 
number of small manufacturers contract for work, which unfortunately 1s 
accountable for a good deal of sweating. 

A new factory has been erected near Spital Square, and gives work to nearly 
100 hands and this is a model of what such a factory should be. I could mention 
a good many others—all started by aliens remember. These foreign workers turn 
out ladies’ jackets made as wall as Garmanscan make them. They have euscerded 
so far that jacket3 under 15s. are scarcely ever now imported, nor few of those over 
253. In many cases the East End runs the foreign-made article very hard, so that 


with ths exception of about six of the leading makers in Berlin (where this trade 


principally exists) they all go now direct to the retail shops ; whereas in former 
years the German manufacturers would supply the wholesale warehouses only, but 
with these they are now unable to do business, as they cannot compete with the 
London-made article. | | 

The advantages which the London factories have in turning out a good article 
in a few days tells very much in favour of this new trade, and particularly as 
they can be made at the same prices as at Berlin, or less. One of the reasons 
that they can do this here is that the prevailing fashion is in favour of plainly- 
made jackets, viz, without trimmings. 

The complaints made against the foreign workmen are that their workshops 
are untidy and dirty, and that they cannot write English. Both faults are 
soon corrected in England under favourable conditiuns. In a good many 
cases one hears of a man who formerly had to make his X as a *Igt 
of having received payment, but can now sign his name in English. They can 
copy every design neatly, and if the younger generation had the benefit of 


| technical schools they would turn out smart men who would eventually beat all 


goods made abroad. Their versatility and adaptability are qualities which English 
workers might learn from them with profit. | \

_ At the inaugural banquet in the evening, the health of the new Mayor was 
proposed by his predecessor, who said he was sure they all felt that the holder of 
the position would do hoaour to the oltic3 to which he had been elected. Mr. 
Kmanuel had been known in the Council as one of the hardest-working mem- 
bers for the last eight or nine years. He had taken a leading part inthe fiaances 
of the Corporation, and the list of attendances showed that he had given a 
lirge amount of time to carry out his duty asa Councillor. I: must be gratify- 
ing to him to know that he was the first Mayor of the enlargad borough, The 
toust was received with great heartiness., 

The Mayor, who was most cordially received, remarked that it was only 
during the reign of Her Mayjsasty that those of the same religiou; baltef as him- 
self had been enabled to hold office in Eagland, and from 1335, when Alderman 
Salomons was first elected Sheriff of London, down to the present time many 
had been elected, and, he dared say, equalled many others in love of country 
and carrying out the duties they had to perform. 

Mr, Alderman LEON EMANUEL, J.P., ex-Mayor of Portsmouth, in res sonding 
for the Visitors, said he was proud to think that he lived in a time when 
Southampton, as well as other places, looked to a man to fill the position of

MR. HALL 

The Windsor Magazine contains a highly interesting biographical study of 
Mr. Hall Caine by Mr. R. H. Sherard, the well-known journalist. A portion of 
the sketch deals with rm subject already known to the readera of the Jewish 
Chronicle—the mission which in 1892 Mr. Hall Caine undertook to Russia. at the 
request of the Chief. Rabbi, to write about the persecutions tn thatcountry. This 
mission he carried out entirely at his own expense, declining all the offers of 
subsidies made to him by the Russo-Jewish Committee. Mr. Sherard tells os 
that Mr. Hall Caine carried with him for protection against the Russian authori- 
ties, a letter from Lord Salisbury to the British Ambassador at St. Petersburg, to 
be delivered only in case of need; and, as an introduction to the possibly hostile 
Jewish communities, a letter in Hebrew to be presented to the Rabbis in the 
Lord Salisbury’s letter was never used, but the Chief Rabbi's 
introduction procured him everywhere a most hospitable reception. 

‘‘T went through the Pale of Settlement,’ Mr. Hall Caine relates. “and saw 
as much of frontier-life amongst the Jews as possible, and found them like 
hunted dogs. 1, however, got no further than the frontier towns, for cholera bad 
broken out. . ... So we turned our faces back and returned home. Un Iny 
return to London I delivered a lecture before the Jewish Working Men's Club in 
the East End in a hall crammed to suffocation. I shall never forget the enthu- 
siasm of the audience, the tears, the laughter, the applause, the wild embraces to 
which was subjected.” 

This, says Mr. Sherard, was the only use that Hall Caine ever made of all 
his expertences of his tour in Russia, for when he returned to Cumberland to 
write the story which was to bo called ** The Jew,” he found the task Impossible. 
‘* T worked hard at it,” so Mr. Hall Caine told his biographer; “I tarned it over 
in every direction in my mind, but I felt I could not do it. I wanted the 
experience of a life: T could not enter into competition in their own tield with 
the great Russian novelists. [found it could not be done. . . turned 
Jewish story into a Manx story, and‘ The Jew’ became * The Manxman.’ Ia 
my original echeme, Philypy was to bo a Christian, Governor of his provinee ia 
Russia, Pete, Cregeen and Wate were to be Jews. IT thought that the racial 
difference between the two rivals would afford greater dramatic contrast than the 
class differences, and it was only reluctantly that I altered the scheine of my 
story.”

INTERMARRIAGES | 
A SERMON DELIVERED AT THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, ON 
NOVEMBER YTH, 1855. 
By THE REV, H. GOLLANSZ, M.A. 
Dear Congregants,—The 24th chapter of the Book of Genesis, which we have | 
read this morning, 18 one of the longest chapters of the Pentateuch. and of the | 
whole Bible. And no wonder : for if one subject has engaged the mind of man 
more than any other, it is, perhaps, that which forms the contents of that _ 
chapter. What more interesting, what more fascinating theme for the men and | 
women of the world, for those of all times and countries, than the subject of’ | 
raarriage ? I do not intend this day to answer the question which some time ago | 
engrossed the at-ention of the British public: Is Marriage a Failure? My _ 
object to-day is to bring under your notice the example and warning contained 
in the words of our Sabbath lesson. It is a scene in the domesticlife of the aged 
Patriarch which appeals to us of the present day with all the vividness of a 
reality ; itis full of that human nature, which, after all the lapse of ages, has 
undergone 80 litile change since the world was inits infant state, The inward 
qualities of man—specially those connected with the simpler and natural con- 
ditions of life—are much the same now as they were then, and it is on this 
account that the world of to-day need not spurn, aye, it might consider with 
advantage, the lessons to be derived from perusing the scenes of the world’s | 
early life, as far as concerns its domestic relations, The 24th chapter of Genesis, | 
fullof naive persuasiveness, begins thus: ‘“ And Abraham was old and wel; 
stricken in age; and the Lord had blessed Abraham in all things, And Abraham 
said unto his eldest servant of his house, that ruled over all that he bad, Put, I 
pray thee, thy hand upon me, and [ will make thee swear by the Lord, the God 
of heaven and the God of earth, that thou wilt not take a wife unto my son of 
the daughters of the Canaanites, among whom I dwell; but thou shalt go unto | 
my country, and to my kindred, and take a wife unto my son Isaac,’ You all. 
kuow the rest of the story ; how the faithful servant, entrusted with one of the 
loftiest missions In life, sets out on his journey, how he prays for success, and | 
proposes to himself the sign of success; how Rebecca meets him at the well and | 
tulfils that sign; how the damsei’s father and brother approve of the union, | 
and after a short time send her away with a blessing to meet the partner of ber | 
hfe; how “ Isaac brought her into his mother Sarah’s tent, and took Rebecca, | 
and she became his wife, and he loved her, and Isaac was comforted aiter his | 
mothers death.’ Some of us are perhaps tempted to smile at the extreme | 
simplicity of manners depicted within the limits of this Biblical episode ; but we | 
must, nevertheless, exclaim, would that the same simplicity and honesty of pur- | 
pose ever swayed thuse determinations on the part of men and women, the | 
object of which is a blessed life-long union, | 
It 1s acommon gaying, that marriages are made in heaven: but it isa. 
common experience that they are marred on earth, If the sacred covenant of | 
inarriage were considered in the religious spirit in which Abraham and his trusty | 


SABBATH, | 


servant regarded it, for their own sikes and for the sake of those placed in their | 


charge, there would be little chance of marriage ever proving a failure, Entered 
upon in the spirit and fear of God, it must needs: prove (as it wes intended to | 
be), a blessirg, a help,and a comfort, Then, indeed, the wor'd would not witvess 
the pitiful sight in connection with what has just been styled the grandest wedding | 
of the day, in which the father and mother of a bride who brings millions as a | 
dowry to her husband are, through want of union, prevented from fully partici- 
pating in the solemnisation of the marriage of their own child, and thus, 
together with the glitter of the gold, present their offspring witha secoud 
marriage gift—the dismal dower of the example of parental disaffection and 
disunion, But the lesson which the Jew might with profit derive from the 
chapter under consideration is of another sort, and the lesson is specia ly valuable 
for the Jew of the present day. am 

See the anxiety of the Jewish father, old and well-stricken tn age! We 
read that “ the Lord had blessed Abraham in all things;” and yet this “all ”’ 
was incomplete without the knowledge that the welfare, specially as regards the 
married state, of his child was assured. He, therefore, hastens to take pre- 
cautions, lest his son should take a wife of the daughters of the Canaanites, 
among whom he dwelt, and he gives instructions to go unto his country, and to 
his kindred, and to take a wife for his son from thence, relying upon the Lord 
God of Heaven, to send his angel before to guide bim in his choice. 


Dear brothers and sisters! There is an evil under the sun nowadays 
permeating the sacred precincts of Jewish society, filling those who are respon- 
sible for the upholding of the princip'es and traditions of Juda‘sm with anxicus | 
concern : it is the sorrowful prospect of Jewish young m2n and women going 
unto the daughters and sons of the Canaanites among whom they dwell, in order 
to find for themselves the future partners of their lives. Far be it from me to 
advocate social seclusion or exclusiveness. The gates of the Ghetto have once 
fallen; woe unto him who would sgain build themup! Let us by all means | 
mix with our Christian neighbours in the land, Let our children attend their 
schools. Let us even learn from their ways, when these ways are good, or better 
than ours; but let us pause now and again; let us survey the situation; let us 
not go too far in cur attempts at assimilation ; let us weigh the gain agaiust the | 
loss, and. the loss against the giin, and then see whether we are doing our 
duty towards ourselves, towards our children, towards our common Juda'sm. | 
Although “mixed marriages” have existed from the earliest times of our 
history, yet we cannot deny that they occur much too frequently in our own 
times, when, moreover, there is less reason than ever for their taking place. 
Where shall we seek the cause ? Is it that the parents and the children have 
grown callous with regard to the noble heritage of their religion, for which their 
ancestors Jaid down their lives, and that it matters not to them whether they 
remain Jews or not ? 

When the childien of Jewish parents take a step in life which they can | 
never change, but whch they are bouad to regret, is 1t owlog to the | 
fact that there was something wrong in their bringing-up? Had they been 
taught fervently and intellectually the principles of Judaisin and inspired with 
a love of our ancient faith, or had they grown to manhood and womanhood as | 
almost strangers to the synagogue, and, what is far worse, strangers to an appre- | 
ciation of our creed ? As to those among us who, alas! marry outside the pale 
of their religion, is the cause to be traced to the fact, that they have grown up 
as almost strangers to Jewish society, to Jewish institutions and charities, | 
while they have been in full swing amorg their Ctristian friends and iu 

Juristian circles ? 

Bat whatever the cause may be, the consequences of such marriages (unions | 

they are not) arecertain, Trae bappiness under such conditions is impossiole: oft 
fore even the personal graces or the material advantages have waned, the dread- 
ful effcets of the error become manifest: the two lives were, indeed, wedded, but 
never have they. been welded together: recriminations ensue: regrets and | 
remorse sour the dispositions of the twe, ull regrets and remorse often end in 
struggle and strife, subversive of the very founcations and sanctity of what 
should be the most sacred thing on earth—Home. And if, as sometimes happens, 
th husband and wife are what the world calls religiously inclined, and the 
father attends the synagogue and tre mother attends epurch or chapel, is 1t not 
more than likely that the children, driven to d.ubt and confusion by the action 
of their parenta, will grow up devoid of all religious influence, either conficmed 
theists or of no belief whatsoever? Nay, indeed, dear congregants, in or | 
of human action is the more | 
apes, and the teeth of the children are set OD etpe. 

Fitheres and mothers, let me then earnestly entreat you to look to the welfare 


of your children while it is yet in your power : suffer them not to be *eparated 
from a refining Jewish influence: make them understand both the duties and 
beauties of. their faith, and fortity their hearts by precep’ and by example, to 
love the Lord their God, and to deste to lim, in every situation of lite. And 
as for you, my younger brothers and sisters, may it be your earnest resolve to 
remain true to the faith in which you were born and reared: do not 
swerve from the standard of Judaism attracted by material gain, by worldly 
preferments, by personal endowments, by rank and station - give glory to. the 
Lord, the God of Israel, as at the hour of your birth. at the hour of your 
Religious Confirmation, so also at the hour of your marriage, and even through- 
out all your life : and then you may rest assured that the words of our Sabbath 
portion will be realised to the full in the case of each and everyone of you: 
3 he Lord will send his angel with you, and cause your way to prosper.”
